During the past wéek the Alberta 
Legislature has made progress with 
a number of bills on various sub- 
ject. 

Spray Lakes Power 

In addition the Spray~Lakes situa- 
tion was discussed for two days, re- 
sulting finally in the passage on 
Thursday evening of a resolution 
stating that the House was of the 
«pinion that the Spray Lakes de- 
velopment would not affect the 
scenic beauty of Banff National Park 
that the increasing demands for pow- 
er in the province made it necessary 
that increased power should be im- 
meditely avai‘able; and that the Gov- 
ernment of Canada should assign tc 
the Province of Alberta the said wat 
er piwer site so that the Provinec 
might either develop the site as : 
public utility or effectually contro 
and regulate the supply of water ir 
the interests of the people. 

The oppasition amendment was it 
practically the same teims,but omit: 
ting the declaration that the projec: 
would not interfere with the sconic 
beauty of the park, 

Premier Bnawnlee characterized th 
time spent on debating this amend 
ment as waste, as the resolution anc 
amendment were alike that it 
wou.d take,a Philadelphia lawyer tc 
distinguish the difference betweer 
them. 

The Province’s action, ‘aid thy 
Premier, in putting forward thi) 
resolution, was to ensure that thy 
people of the province tHfestivel, 
contnol this development. 

He ascribed the delay in getting 
the project. underway to ‘the Domin- 
ion Government, which had refusec 
to issue the Province a license, anc 
only on Wednesday he had receiv- 
ed a wire from Ottawa _ stating 
that the Dominion wishod that any 
application for the development oj 
power in the park’s area should be 
in the hands of parliament itself. 

What Province Would Do 

The Government was prepared, 
on receipt of a license, to allow the 
Calgary Power Company to g 
ahead with the buiding of a dam at 
Spray Lakes, and if afterwards the 
Province decided to operate — the 
scheme as a public utility to buy the 
dam from the Gompany. — If, on the 
other hand, they decided to allow the 
company to continue, they would be 
in a position to regulate the develor 
ment in the interests of the people 
of the province. They could not af 
ford to have a private company, de- 
riving its authority from the Domin- 
ion, hold such an important site. Iv 
that case the province would have nc 
control, 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell and other op- 
position speakers spoke. Mr, Mitch- 
ell claimed that the province was re- 
sponsible for the delay. They should 
state their intention as to whether 
they were in favor of the Province 
dqveloping the site as a public util- 
ity. Steam power was cheaper in 
Edmonton than Spray Lakes power 
would be, and there were important 
water powers in the north that should 
also receive consideration if any 
move for development as a \public 
utility was to be made. 

Claims C.P.R, Influence 

Alex. Moore, Gochrane, said the C 
P.R. was behind the Calgary Power 
Company, as they wished the power 
to electrify their line through th¢ 
mountains, Whoever controlled the 
Spray Lakes would control all the 
power sites on the Bow River, 

The resolution ~was  passad by z 
vote of 35-9, Mrs. McClung and the 
Independent and Labor members vot- 
ing with the Government,

Hon, R. G.- Reid, in repiy sata that 
the problam would be how to raise 
the money, Hie believed the indigents 
could be more efficiently, eccm >mical- | 
ly. and sympathetically handled by 
loval bodies. 

The limit of responsibility by 
municipalities for sick indigents in 
hospitals was established at $200 per | 
year per patient. | 

Labor’ members favored the doing 
away wtih the property qua)ification 
in munciipal elections, They claimed 
that it was absurd that an individ- 
ual could be Premier of the Province 
without a property qualification, and 
yet could not be a municipal coun-

Hail Insurance Act 

The amendments to the Municipal 
Hail Insurance Act, sdividing the 
Province into zones with varying 
rates, and abolishing the surtax, was 
udoptad with very little discussion, 

Northern Railways 

During the week a deputation of 
Grand Prairie residents met the Cab- 
inet, urging upon them that the Pro- 
vince settle the Royal Bank’s claim 
on the B.D, & B.C, railway without 
delay, and terminate the present 
agreament with the C, P. R. 

The Premier in reply stated that 
the Province would not make a settle- 
ment on this matter until they were 
sure that they had made the best 
deal possible, They had already 
saved the Province $800,000 by de- 
laying. They were trustees for
